Art taken from Value Drug Mart ‘unbelievable’ says artist

The theft of a wood¬ 
en bowl that was taken 
from Value Drug Mart 
has dumbfounded the 
artist. 

John Smythe sus¬ 
pects the southwest¬ 
ern U.S.-themed bowl 
was taken sometime 
between July 12 and 
24, after it had been on 
display since July 2 as 
part of the Wellspring 
Visual Artnetwork 
Association’s ArtWalk 
exhibtion. Smythe hadn’t 
been to the store for a 
few weeks since putting 
the piece on display, and 
after talking to one of 
the store’s staff mem¬ 


bers shortly before the 
end of July, he found out 
the piece had gone miss¬ 
ing. 

“It’s almost like unbe¬ 
lievable. It’s missing? 
How can it be missing?" 
Smythe said of his reac¬ 
tion to finding out the 
large bowl was no lon¬ 
ger on display. “I talked 
to the host about it and 
they said, ‘oh, I thought 
you’d taken it home.’ It 
just seems too prepos¬ 
terous to be true." 

The question Smythe 
has is why anyone would 
take a 30-centimetre by 
12.5-centimetre deep 
wooden bowl that clear¬ 
ly is an artistic piece. 

“Why would anyone 
steal a piece of artwork? 


What are you going to do 
with it? It’s pretty disap¬ 
pointing," he said, add¬ 
ing that by publicizing 
the fact that it’s missing, 
perhaps someone will 
see it and report it to 
police. 

Smythe completed 
the piece in 2012 after 
spending about 80 hours 
working on it at his lathe. 
He estimated the piece is 
made from about $100 
wort h of wood 

“It's one of the ones 
I had in my invento¬ 
ry ... and I decided it 
enhances the display and 
it’s very attractive so I 
thought I would put it 
in the ArtWalk," Smythe 
said. 

Bev Hansen, front 


manager at Value Drug 
Mart, said initially when 
staff noticed the art was 
missing in the middle of 
July, they thought that 
Smythe had come into 
the store and taken it to 
use at another_showing. 

“We founcTout some¬ 
time later (it was missing 
when) he came in and 
wanted to know where 
the piece was, and all 
of a sudden it seemed 
to be missing. It’s unfor¬ 
tunate. It’s a beautiful 
piece. I remember see¬ 
ing it myself and a lot of 
us commented on how 
nice it was. We all feel 
very bad for the artist," 
she said. 

The first piece Smythe 
did of the same type was 


about 25 years ago. He 
then saw the specific 
design for this piece in a 
magazine about 10 to 15 
years ago, was intrigued 


by it, and copied the 
design. 

RCMP received a 
report of the missing art¬ 
work on August 1. 
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Reduced inventory of homes causing expansion in rental market

An expansion in the 
current rental market 
in Didsbury is causing 
landlords to profit more 
than if they were selling 
their homes under cur¬ 
rent real estate condi¬ 
tions. 

The number of con¬ 
dominiums and single¬ 
family homes currently 
for sale in Didsbury 
has dropped to 41 from 
an average of about 65 
over the past couple of 
summers. 

“The market has been 
dominated by the influ¬ 
ence of rentals, because 
it’s reduced the amount 
of inventory on the mar¬ 
ket. During the summer 
(over) the last couple 
of years we would 
see 60 to 65 homes 
(on the market),” said 
Mel Crothers of Royal 
LePage Wildrose Real 
Estate. 


park. If more business¬ 
es indicate they want to 
move there, then that 
will have an impact on 
housing in the commu¬ 
nity. But because the 
community is currently 
short on the number 
of lots available for 
residential develop¬ 
ment, more would need 
to be made available, 
Crothers said. 

“Because of 2008, 
there were two big 
developments that got 
(shelved) and we don’t 
have that inventory of 
space for the develop¬ 
ers. I think that burned 
them badly so they’re 
not doing a lot of what 
you would call spec 
homes (currently),” he 
said. 

Crothers said once 
Tim Hortons is opened 
and more homes at the 
east end of Highway 587 
are completed, more 
inventory will become 
available, which should

Crothers said rather 
than people listing their 
homes for less than 
what they may have 
paid for them a few 
years ago, those peo¬ 
ple are instead hang¬ 
ing onto those proper¬ 
ties and renting them, 
increasing their income 
from real estate in the 
process. 

The average sell¬ 
ing price for a home 
in Didsbury is currently 
$271,998, largely return¬ 
ing to the pre-recession 
level of $272,677 in 2007 
when 93 homes sold 
from January through 
July. As of the end of 
July, 58 homes had sold 
in Didsbury this year. 

Crothers said there 
are many factors at 
play in the current 
market making prog¬ 
nosticating on where 
housing prices will be 
six months to a year 
into the future a risky 
venture. One of those 
factors is the Shantz 
Crossing business 


make it more attractive 
for businesses to move 
into town. 

“The town is saying 
they’re trying to devel¬ 
op more commercial 
(assessment). We need 
more commercial,” he 
said. 

But as one example 
of the positive trend, 
Crothers said eight 
months ago there were 
six vacant spaces in the 
Didsbury Plaza where 
he has his office. Now 
there is only one vacan¬ 
cy remaining. 

Crothers said agents 
in Didsbury had sold 
one more home at the 
end of July this year 
than the 58 sold to date 
last year, which saw a 
trickle effect of people 
moving because of the 
flooding in other areas 
of the province. 

“Stuff is moving and 
people are getting more 
money for it. Average 
prices are coming back 
(from a low of $221,000 
in 2011)," he said. 


Crothers said as 
long as inflation stays 
relatively stable and 
the Bank of Canada 


retains the prime rate 
at around one per cent, 
other banks will have 
relatively cheap lending 


rates as well, which will 
continue to make hous¬ 
ing more affordable. 
“They (the Bank of 


Canada) don’t see that 
changing that drasti¬ 
cally. Money is cheap 
at the moment," he said.

Redford 
resignation 
won’t end 
PC troubles

Former premier Alison Redford’s decision to 
resign her seat as Calgary-Elbow MLA likely 
marks the end of her days in Alberta politics. 

While not surprising considering the myriad 
of troubles that ha ve been swirling around her 
for months, Redford's res¬ 
ignation as MLA does at 
least practically remove 
her as a distraction for the 
Progressive Conservative 
Party now trying to choose 
a new leader. 

What the resignation 
doesn’t do is put an end 
to the troubles facing those 
same Tories. 

In fact, Redford’s depar¬ 
ture may actually have come 
too late to stop the Wildrose 
Opposition from cashing in 
on its greatest opportunity 
yet to topple the 43-year PC dynasty in the next 
provincial election. 

In her letter of resignation, Redford admitted, to 
no one’s surprise, that she made errors during her 
time as premier. 

“1 recognize mistakes were made along the 
way," said Redford. “In hindsight, there were 
many things I would have done differently. That 
said, 1 accept responsibility for all the decisions 
I have made.” 

She added that she now hopes to “leave behind 
the day-to-day parochial political debate that 
is dominating the public discourse across this 
country.” 

Redford is certainly right when she says she 
made mistakes. In particular her gross misuse of 
government aircraft has shocked taxpayers every¬ 
where and called into question both her integrity 
and the general oversight of Tory MLAs. 

The official Opposition Wildrose says the public 
should disregard any attempt by the current PC 
government and cabinet to distance themselves 
from Redford and her questionable conduct. 

“Ms. Redford might make for a convenient 
scapegoat for the PCs now desperately trying to 
cling to power, but the fact is not a single one of 
them had the guts or the integrity to stand up to 
her,” said Innisfail-Sylvan Lake MLA Kerry Towle. 

“By remaining silent in the face of such abuse, 
each and every one of them must wear Ms. 
Redford’s record. It is a record that is indistin¬ 
guishable from the PC Party. With or without Ms. 
Redford the PCs’ culture of entitlement lives on." 

The Redford political scandal, which has led 
directly to her resignation as premier in March 
and now her resignation as MLA, has handed the 
official Opposition Wildrose an unprecedented 
opportunity to step up as a viable alternative to 
the troubled Tories. 

If Wildrose Leader Danielle Smith and her 
colleagues fail to make the most of this golden 
opportunity, then Alison Redford will be the one 
having the last laugh.

Federal government spending too 
much on communications staff 


Ottawa of British Prime Minister 
David Cameron, released finally 
under the Aceess-to-Information 
Act: “(REDACTED) will 

greet (REDACTED) at the air¬ 
port and you will greet him at 
Confederation Square to witness 
a 19-gun salute and to review the 
honour guard... (REDACTED) 
will lay a wreath at the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier.” 

In June, the federal Department 
of Public Safety responded to an 
Access to Information request 
from Toronto Star reporter Alex 
Boutillier with a heavily censored 
version of a media backgrounder 
that is actually posted, in all its 
uncensored glory, on the prime 
minister’s web site. 

One federal communications 
department takes its mandate - 
not to communicate - so seri¬ 
ously, it has produced and dis¬ 
tributed posters with a telephone 
hot line number reminding public 
servants who they must call if a 
member of the media should ever 
phone and ask a question. 

Maybe it’s time for federal 
employees to declare indepen¬ 
dence - answer the phone, answer 
the questions and save us all a 
few hundred million in unneces¬ 
sary spin doctor salaries.

such as the Canadian Human 
Rights Commission, or crown 
corporations. This is just the core 
public service we’re talking about. 
Who knows what it costs Canada 
Post for media spinners to explain 
that community mailboxes are 
better for us than door-to-door 
delivery. 

$263 million might be a rea¬ 
sonable price to pay - it might 
even be a bargain, if the federal 
government actually provided 
Canadians with public informa¬ 
tion in a timely manner. But any¬ 
body who has actually tried to 
phone or email someone in the 
federal government in order to get 
an answer to a question knows 
that this is not the case. The days 
when federal government officials 
would return telephone calls of 
Canadians, or even better, answer 
their phones, are rapidly fading 
memories. 

Canadians are seeing their 
money - a quarter billion dollars 
worth - used against them: not 
to provide them with informa¬ 
tion, but rather to delay, con¬ 
ceal and spin the information 
so as to enhance the image of 
the party in power. Examples 
of the federal government’s pen¬ 
chant for secrecy have since 
crossed the border into farce. 
Consider the prime minister’s 
briefing notes for the 2011 visit to 


When we’re spending nearly 
as much on spin as we are on 
Parliament, we’re on a very slip¬ 
pery slope indeed. 

Last week, the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation released 
the head count and salary costs 
of the federal government's legion 
of information services staff. The 
numbers, released in response to 
an access-to-information request, 
reveal that 3,225 spin doctors toil 
for the Harper government, at an 
estimated cost this year of $263 
million. 

Despite the Harper govern¬ 
ment’s avowed objective to reduce 
the federal public service by 
19,000 positions, the ranks of the 
communications staff have grown 
by 163 since the Conservatives 
took office, while costs have risen 
by $48 million. 

The combined payroll of fed¬ 
eral spin doctors rivals the $329 
million payroll of the House of 
Commons, the beating heart of 
our democracy - the institution 
we rely upon to keep hundreds 
of thousands of federal officials 
accountable. 

And the payroll hit for com¬ 
munications staff - $263 million 
- does not include the RCMP, 
the military, the Canada Revenue 
Agency, independent tribunals

The Alberta Utilities 
Commission approved 
upgrades to the electri¬ 
cal transmission system 
on July 29, part of which 
nears Didsbury. 

The AUC recently 
approved a new Johnson 
substation approxi¬ 
mately seven kilometres 
northwest of Didsbury 
to tie into existing hues 
that will help ease the 
burden on the existing 
system by building two 
kilometres of 138-kilovolt 
transmission line. A new 
substation will connect 
the existing 166 L line 
from Didsbury north to 
Wetaskiwin to the new 
western Alberta trans¬ 
mission line to be built 
to service the province’s 
existing electricity needs. 

The construction in 
the Didsbury area will 
start in September and 
last until roughly April 


2015. 

“It’s a reinforce¬ 
ment project. The Red 
Deer-area transmission 
project is really meant 
to reinforce a system 
that’s been in place 
since about 1960,” said 
Peter Brodski, manager 
of external relations for 
AltaLink. “Obviously the 
population growth in 
the Red Deer, Didsbury, 
Innisfail (areas) ... has 
grown considerably 
where we’re looking at 
greater demands on the 
lines so these (upgrades) 
are meant to reinforce 
the system, create more 
reliability for people 
using it, and also take 
into account the increase 
in use that the power 
system in the Red Deer 
area is under.” 

The Didsbury popu¬ 
lation, according to 
AltaLink, has more than 
tripled in the last 50 
years.
